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7.10 SUBSIDIZED HOUSING

An income approach shall be used to value property with rent limitations or other requirements
or restrictions set by the federal or state government.

Income Approach for Subsidized Housing Properties:
Actual income of the property minus actual expenses = Net operating income (NOI)
NOI divided by “appropriate capitalization rate” = Indication of Value
Appropriate capitalization rate is not to exceed the average of the current market data

available in the county of said parcel of property.
